Col. Enos made a bold and finally successful 
stand for his reform scheme of representation 
in future State conventions.

The men from the woods up in the northern 
part of the State, who have in some cases had 
to go 100 miles to a district convention, hailed 
Enos as their Moses, and at last, after 
a long and hot debate, a measure which has 
been tried and failed in the last three or four 
State Conventions went through with a whoop. 
The next convention, on the basis of the Gar- 
field vote, will consist of 298 delegates, or thir- 


ty-two more than that of today. 


ELECTING THE DELEGATES. 


It was after 4 o'clock when the convention 
got down to the election of delegates-at-large. 

Col. Enos renewed the Haskins scheme, 
which was again knocked out of time, Fred 
Barrett, the wit of the convention, character- 
izing it as the corpse which had been decently 
interred at the morning session, and moving to 
bury it again. 

There were nine candidates for delegates-at- 
large, and after an inordinate amount of squhb- 
bling it was decided to elect one at a time by a 
secret ballot, the convention squelching Sena- 
tor Wiley’s little plan to railroad them all 
through at once.

Ed Sanderson, the 
alleged head of the Milwaukee ring, did the 
acclamation act for Keyes, who came in 
ahead on the second’ ballot, and the 
kiss-end-make-up-business was complete when 
Postmaster Payne shook Keyes by the hand 
and the convention sent up a rousing cheer for 
the old war-horse.

Boston, Mass., April 80.—[Special.]—The 
Republican State Convention today was in for 
business from the moment the delegates were 
called to order in a short speech by Henry 
Cabot Lodge. Congressman Long presided and 
made an extremely long speech. Otherwise 
everything was done as briefly and quickly as 
possible. The morning brought no new com- 
binations to light.

The Republicans of Massachusetts, in convention 
sapambied. declare anew their adherence to the po- 
litical principles heretofore proclaimed by them, 
and which have received the approval of the peo- 
ple of the United States in six successive Pres- 
dential elections. We believe in the National su- 
premacy of the Government which has secured the 
preservation and unity of the Republic, 
its resources, stimulated its industries, 
its wealth and population, and placed it in the front 
rank of nations.

intent to thwart the will of the majority of legal 
voters as a mockery of free elections, violating the 
integrity of the ballotybox, and striking at the foun- 
dation of republican government. The enactment 
of such laws and the ployment of favoritism and 
fraud in the conduce of elections, whereby certain 
States are ruled by minorities, in defiance of the 
fundamental rights of the people, are a scanda! to 
politics and deserve the signal condemnation of 
every honest and fair-minded man. 

We advocate tariff laws which, while furnishing 
necessary revenue, shall favor the labor and in- 
dustrial enterprise of the country and not assai 
them, while we insist upon a reduction of the cus- 
toms duties because of the dangerous surplus in 
the Treasury receipts. Atthe same time we deem 
it essential that this reduction should be made with 
the least possible injury to the labor and manufact- 
uring interests of the country, and we conde 
the arbitrary percentage reduction proposed by the 
present Democratic House of Representatives, be- 
cause it fails to reform any of the inequalities of 
taxation, disregards the business wants of the 
eountry, and, if adopted, would cripple many 
industries, and at the same time would 
probably increase the revenue.

We favorithe restriction of the power of Congress 
over the legal-tender money of thecountry bysuch 
amendments to the Constitution as will guarantee 
that the only full legal-tender money to be coined 

vor issued in time of peace shall be of gold and 
silver, possessing equal intrinsic value. We re- 
joice at the improvements in the civil service 
which have been accomplished through the laws 
enacted by a Republican Congress and faithfully 
executed by a Republican President, in spite of the 
persistent opposition of the Democratic party, and 
we insist that the practical administrative reforms 
„Already gained shall be continued and extended in 
the Nation, and promptly applied by law both to 
the State and its cities until the highest efficiency, 
economy, and integrity shall have been secured to 
the public service, 

We record our sense of the eminent services of 
President Arthur, whose able, faithful, and digni- 
tied discharge of the duties of the Executive office, 
to which. he was called under trying circumstances, 
has secured to him the cordial esteem, not alone 
of his purty, but of his country.

The Failure the Result of Unfortunate 
| Speculations on à Falling 
Market. 


Mapleson’s Opera Outfit

JAMES R. KEENE. 
FAILURE OF THE GREAT WALL STREET OPERA- 
TOR. 


New York, April 30,—-[Special.]—Soon afver 
the opening of the Stock Exchange this fore- 


| noon Wall street was disturbed by the oft-re- 


peated rumor that the noted speculator, 
James R. Keene had failed, or at least was 
in great financial straits. As the day 
wore on the statement 
with such. circumstantial directness that 
it was generally believed, and when at the cose 
of business it became known that Mr. Keene 
had been compelled to refuse to honor his priv- 
ileges the statement of his failure was accepted 
as a positive fact. a 
Mr. Keene was at his office, No. 30 Broad 
street, all day, but positively refused to see any 
callers except intimate personal friends. 
Thousands of shares of stock were tendered 
bim in his puts during the day and honored 
until about 1 p. m., when, after paying out 


about $175,000 in cash, he instructed his sec 


tary to inform parties presenting his privileges 
that he was unable to take any more stock. 
A STATEMENT. 
‘Late in the afternoon Mr. Keene sent out the 
following statement: | 


After paying out millions of dollars. in cash in 
my efforts to protect my privileges on a falling 
market, I have finally determined today to call a 
halt in the interest of those with whom I have 
business. 


After dispatching this note to various points 


Mr. Keene left his office, and with his counsel 


and friend, Mr. 8. L. M. Barlow, went up-town. 
The embarrassed speculator wa$ at his resi- 
dence tonight, but he denied -himself to all 
callers. < 

THE CAUSE. 

The real cause of Mr. Keene’s failure, which 
is said to be utter and irretrievable, was the 
shrinkage last fall in Northern Pacific and kin- 
dred stocks, and the shrinkage on the numer- 
ous blocks of stocks which, in the language of 
the street, have deen “put to him on 
his privileges for the last year-and-a-half 
on a falling market. Stocks in enormous vol- 
ume were. tendered him, and his accumulated 
millions began to men, After using up bis 
available means he regorted to mortgaging his 
property in New York and Newport, and this, 
too, it is believed, will be swallowed up in the 
general wreck. | 

Mr. Keene has been in need of ready money 
for the last six months, and to obtain this he 
tesorted to writing privileges in a fashion 
which caused a great many of the operators of 
the street to believe that he had lost his 
head.

This course 
tended to aid in the demoralization of the mar- 
ket, and, after using up all his available means, 
Mr. Keene finally faced the inevitable, and to- 
day, in the street parlance, laid down on his 
privileges.” The amount of these extant is 
not known, but gene believed to be 200,000 
shares, mostly in Western Union, Erie, and 
Union Pacific. 
A FRIEND'S OBSERVATIONS. 

A gentleman who ia closely eonnected with 
Mr. Keene said tonight‘tiat Mr. Keene called 
upon him today“ and fu rormed him that his 
total outlays for losses,in operations in oil, 
grain, stock, and stock privileges in the last 
two years had been, more than $4,000,000, of 
which $1,500,000 had. been paid out since 
Dec. 1. Mr. Keene, furthermore that 
his cash disbursemen r losses in stock put 
to him during the last three weeks was over 
$400,000. Mr. Keene's frieud said that the un- 
fortunate speculatot was absolutely ruined; 
that sii bis own ‘property was gone, 

very . settled upon 
his wife iring the last ten 
years.- Mr. Keene had informed him that since 
Jan. 1 he has had no adequate idea of whére he 
stood, but had gone on in the firm belief that, 
with.the great resources of the coun- 
try, coupled with the tremendous fall in 
prices of all securities, a turning point 
was at hand, and that the expected advance in 


stocks would, if not place him on the same 


plane of prosperity as before, at least return 
him a large share of the enormous. fortune 
he had sunk since the beginning of 
his - misfortunes: Mr. Keene’s friend said 
that Mr. Keene had acted throuchout with the 
most scrupulous honor, and as late as today, 


when offers of nearly half a million dollars in 


cash were voluntarily tendered him by friends 
who wished to assist him, he declined to ac- 
cept the money, as he feared his position was 
such that inevitable loss would result to those 
tendering the aid. 

HENRY CLEWS. 

Mr. Henry Clews said; | 

» regret Mr. Keene’s trouble, but it was 
known that he has been staggering for some 
time past. He was severely injured last fall, 
and the severe depression in the stock market 
to him. He 
has issued a great many privileges and 
has been compelled to take care of them at 
frightful losses. These transactions relieved 
him of his ‘ cash’ and reduced his ability to re- 
spond to the call for margins on stocks that his 
brokers were carrying for him. Tue large 
selling of. Central Pacific was attributed to this 
fact, but I believe most of the liquidation on 
his account was made yesterddy. I under- 
stand also that Mr. Keene had issued large puts 
on oil, which has severely deciined.’’ 

A BROKER'S STORY. 

A well-known broker said: 

**I have just left Mr. Keene, and he said he 
was only temporarily embarrassed; that he was 
short of ready money; that he had paid 8275. 
000 on his stock privileges, and would 
settle the bulance of $40,000 in the 
morning. He could not avail himself of his 
collaterals. He has $1,000,000 of the Equitable 
Gas Company's stock, and owns five or six 
large apartment houses. up-town. He also 
has large mining properties. His puts were 
due today, and be was quite exhausted in a 
financial sense, He would not mortgage his 
Equitable Gas stock, and refused to further 
hamper his real estate. I still believe Mr. 
Keene worth $2,000,000 over and above all lia- 
bilities,”’ 

THE VICTIMS. 


The first whisper of Keene's default came 


from put and call brokers who make / 


their headquarters on the curbstone in New 
street. The angry denunciations of some of 
those who had vainly asked the California 
operator to take the stock they offered 
him soon made the situation known to every- 
body inthe street. They had been making 
visits to Keene's office on the fourth floor of 
the buildmmg running througn from Broad to 
New street, along Exchange place, and each 
one had returned with the unwelcome news 
that he was unable to meet his obligations. 
The failure in no way affects the Stock Ex- 
change, except as members who have done 
business for Keene are concerned. Keene is 
not a member of the exchange. Among those 
whose tender of stock was declined

A WESTERN MAN'S STORY, 


A well-known Western man, who held close 
relations with Keene when he first appeared as 
a Wall street speculator, said this evening at 
the Windsor Hotel: 

„Mr. Keene came to Wall street in Novem- 
ber, 1876, bringing with him $5,000,000 which 
he made in California, first in the great rise in 
mining stocks and afterwards in their heavy 
drop. His first important venture was with 
Gould in the Atlantic & Pacific Telegraph 
combination against Western Union. Tn 
the summer of 1877 the two men 
quarreled, and Keene was hailed by Wall street 
as a rising power distinctly in opposition to 
Gould. At the time of the railroad riots in 
1877 dene was almost the only man 
who ared buy stocks. He bought 
them by the ream in the face ofthe severest 
decline, and if it had not been for him the con- 
sequences to the market probably would have 
been terrible. Although he traded on both 
sides of the market, most of his money 
was made in the rise of 1880. I believe 
that- at one time his wealth was fully $12,000,- 
000. The great grain corner with which his 
name is. so popularly connected caused Mr. 
Keene a loss of about $5,000,000. Since 1881 he 
has been steadily losing money.“ 

KEENE’S HORSES, REAL-ESTATE, AND PICTURES 

Keene’s American stable is at Sheephead Bay, 

and probably the best animal in it is Dutch 
Roller, who is not likely to win any 
great races. All his horses on both 
sides. of the orean would not’. prob 
ably now fetch at auction more than $50,000, 
though Foxhall might bring $20,000 of that. 
Keene madé some attempts at breeding, buy- 
ing the celebrated Derby winner Blue Gown 
for a big sum, although the horse was far ad- 
vanced in years. The horse died on the voyage 
to America. 

In the days of his prosperity Keene bought 
Matthews“ villa at Newport and spent his 
summers there. This was destroyed by 
fire and never rebuilt. Keene owned lit- 
tle real estate beside. this Newport 
property, and this was heavily 
mortgaged. He at one time owned some costly 
paintings. Jay Gould took the best of them, a 
Rosa Bonheur, off his hands at a price 
much less than Keene paid for 
it, and it now adorns Gould’s 
parlor in his Fifth avenue residence, where it 
has often reminded Wall street visitors with a 
fanciful turn of mind of the Indian: custom of 
exhibiting the scalp of a vanquished foe in the 
most conspicuous place in the wigwam. 

THE Pur AND CALL“ BROKERS, 

When the fact that Mr. Keene bad laid down 
on his privileges was thoroughly established, 
the put and cali brokers made things lively at 
their beadquarters in New street. Some of 
them held large lines of Keene's paper, and all 
appeared anxious to get rid of them. Vroome, 
of, the privilege dealing firm of Michelot & Co., 
w said to hold privileges on at least 
50,000 shares of stock, and Francis 
Bassett. who tri to put the Erie stock 
ih the morning, whose son has been of late 
the principal dealer in Keene's papers, was 
also said to hold 4 considerable amound. The 
privileges were idly offered down to . then 
to 50, and finally 2) per cent of their cost priee. 
and yet no eongiderable transactions were 
made. The howling group simply succeeded in 
m down the price. While the excitement 
was at its height an agile and vigorous young 
man jumped into the crowd, shouting that he 
would bet 81 even that Mr. 
would pay 100 cents on the dollar. He was 
one of Mr. Keene's following, and his offer was 
greeted with cheers and jeers. 
your money,“ yeljied Broker Seeley, but I'll

[James R. Keene has been a much less import- 
ant operator in Wail street for two or three years 
past than formerly;and it has long been the com- 
mor belief that he has lost a large part of his once 
great fortune. Mr. Keeneisa native of England, 
but during the earlier years of his business life was 
a resident of San Francisco. He was there one of 
that group of speculators in mining stocks who at- 
tracted the attentiqu of the world for a short pe- 
riod. He amassed an immense fortune in the bo- 
nanza stocks, selling out at about the highest 
prices to Flood, O’Brien, and others, and then 
going short of the market. After the failure of the 
Comstock mines,:the collapse of the mining-stock 
market of San Francisco, and the adoption of the 
new Constitution of the State, thought to bé so 
prejudicial to the interests of cupitalists, there 
was a migration of rich men from California to the 
East, and Keene determined f try his luck on the 
Atlantic Slope. It was given out—whether by 
Keone’s friends or his enemies does not appear— 
that he was going into Wall street to lay out 
Gould.“ He was successful in many of his earlier 
operations there, ome of the first being a venture 
in Western Union by which he is.supposed to have 
made $150,000. He was party to protitabdle deals 


in Erie, New Jersey Central, and St. Paul in 1879 


and 1880, but generally has not been identi- 
ned with any particular stock or class of 
stocks: He was tor atime a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Erie Railway, but on the 
whole his connection with corporate properties has 
been very limited fora man of so great wealth and 
power. He was a speculator—littie else. He has 
never shown any of the remarkable executive and 
organizing faculty that has given Jay Gould such 
un udvantage over Others. Indeed, Keene's chief 
weakness appears to have been that he operated 
alone, and did not use the hands and brains of 
Other people to fill his pockets,.as many great 
speculators have. He is an exceedingly acute 
man, and has always suceeeded in mysti- 
fying observers as to his movements, but 
he worked single-handed. The Chicago grain in- 
terest has vivid recollections of Mr. Keene, and not 
altogether pleasant ones. In the fall of 1879 he be- 
gan operations for a corner in wheat, and the deal 
lasted about eight months. Prices were enormously 
advanced, and the usual collapse followed. It was 
a very disastrous affair for Mr. Keene, and is 
thought to have done the export business a great 
injury by making the price of the commodity 80 
high that foreigners would not take it, and turn- 
ing their attention to other countries as sources of 
supply. Mr. Keene bas lived in very sumptu- 
ous style, owning a handsome establish- 
ments at Newport, some famous works of art, 
and a more famous stable of horses. 
The fact that some of his possessions have 
been sold and others mortgagdd in the last year or 
two is among the evidences that he has been losing 
money for a considerable period. Mr. Keene's 
failure—if it shall prove such—is notable as the 
first failure of a great dperator that has occurred 
dince the present decline in stocks began. It has 
been frequently noted as a remarkable fact that 
there were so few failures among the stock specu- 
lators, considering the enormous shrinkage in 
values.]

GRAND-JURY BRIBING. | 
THE INDICIMENT AGAINST MORRIS RAFFSKY 
| AND THE RUMORS RELATIVE THERETO. 
A motion to quash the indictment in the case 


of Morris Raffsky, indicted for attempting to 


bribe a grand juror, was entered ‘before 
Judge Anthqny yesterday by Messrs, Thomson 
& Felsenthal, of counsel for the defense. De- 
cision was reserved and both sides were or- 
dered to present written briefs.

Interest has been added to the case by in- 
timations which have been thrown out that 
some official connected with the jail 
has been getting delays from time to 
time and that it was this mysterious 
individual who personated the alleged grand 
juror. It 16 possible that some further light 
will be shed on the matter soon, and it will be 
definitly settled whether this sort of business 
has been going on or whether the rumors are 
baseless. N

YESTERDAY was the eventful day in the 
preliminary Presidential campaign, especially 
on the Republican side. No less than thirteen 
Republican State Conventions’ gave to the 
country expressions of the estimate in which 
they hold the various statesmen who are 
now mentioned for the Presidency. As Tun 
TRIBUNE has inaintained; there was but one 
name which both in the East and the West is 
lifted albve the level of local pride and at 
the same time invested with enthusiastic 
interest. The man who bears that name is 
James G. Blaine. In every convention 
there was a strong following which would 
brighten with hope only at the mention of 
Blaine, and in some of the gatherings the dem- 
onstrations of approval greeting any remark 
favorable to his candidacy were tumultuous 
and highly prophetic. First in importance 
among the things which made the day memo- 
rable was the convention of the great State 
of lowa, whose broad borders inclose nearly 
as many Republicans as\are allowed to vote 
in the whole South. Iowa sends a solid 
delegation of twenty-six. to Chicago for the 
Plumed Knight. Wisconsin, which has been 
claimed for Arthur, and which, it was 
thought, would certainly be controlled by the 
Arthur-Edmunds goalition, gives twelve out 
of its twenty-two delegates to Blaine, and 
the delegation will in the end be nearly solid 
for Blaine. West Virginia will send its 
eight district delegates and its four delegates- 
at-large to do all that henorable men can do 
to secure the nomination of the statesman 
from Maine. The straightout Republic- 
ans of Virginia also elected @ solid Blaine 
delegation. Maine, of course, pronounced 
enthusiastically for its distinguished states- 
man, In New Hampshire, though the ma- 
chine and the coalition were against him, the 
Maine statesman’s friends secured one of the 
delegates-at-large; and in Massachusetts 
they have two of the district delegates. Texas 
selected eight and probably ten Blaine dele- 
gates. Outside of Vermont, Massachusetts, 
apd New Hampshire Edmunds’ friends 
elected less than a dozen delegates yesterday. 
In the selection of the district delegates 
in New Hampshire and Massachusetts the 
evidence of coalition between the Arthur and 
Edmunds men was again made manifest. 
From the Texas Convention alone of yester- 
day's gatherings can the Arthur men derive 
any degree of comfort, and Blaine secured 
very nearly half of the delegation even in 
that State. If the Republicans of the North 
shall be given their due in the convention —if 
the task of electing a President, which will 
fall on them, be given to them with full 
choice of their nominee—it is now entirely 
within bounds to say that James G, Blaine 
will be chosen on the first ballot. It now 
seems impossible to believe that he will not 
have a majority over all, if it shall be neces- 
‘sary to take a second ballot. . |

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WHAT ARTHUR'S HOPES REST ON. 
We said yesterday that the partisans of 
Mr. Arthur seem disposed to lay great stress 
upon the appointment of Arthur delegates 
by the Republican conventions of many of 
the Southern Bourbon States, and these 
bogus Southern votes will be found to con- 
stitute the bulk of the Arthur strength in the 
list of accredited delegates which some of 
the Administration organs are publishing.

These States cast 203 Electoral votes, and 
Blaine can carry every one of them if any 
Republican can doit. They gave Garfield 
411,774 majority over Hancock, and their 
Electoral votes are enough to elect a Presi- 
dent. In the convention Blaine will receive 
nearly 300 votes from them to something like 
fifty for Arthur. But Arthur’s boomers say 
that Edmunds will have twenty-six votes 
from Massachusetts, fourteen from New 
York; and a dozen to twenty picked up from 
other States, making, say, fifty-six in all, 
which they assert will be transferred to 
Arthur. They claim that Hawley’s twelve 
votes from Connecticut will also go to Arthur, 
and John Sherman’s sixteen, or whatever the 
number may be, will change to Arthur. 
These odds and ends added to the 245 or more 
bogus votes from the Bourbon South, they 
contend, will enable him to seize a nomina- 
tion against the will of the Republican States. 


Such is the scheme and the calculation. 


We do not believe the monstrous con- 
trivance will succeed or come anywhere 
near it.

When the forty Illinois 
Logan votes wheel into line for Blaine there 
will be a commotion in the convention. The 
thirty Blaine men in Ohio will suddenly in- 
crease to more than forty, and all the other 
Western States which are not a unit for 
Blaine will quickly solidify, and the end of 
the struggle will be near at hand. 


THE PLEURO-PNEUMONIA BILL. 

The bill which has passed the Senate for 
the suppression of pleuro-pneumonia and 
other contagious cattle diseases is very differ- 
ent from that originally proposed, and likely 
to be much less efficacious in accomplishing 
the purpose in view. The opposition the bill 
encountered was mainly on the score of ex- 
traordinary powers conferred upon the Gov- 
ernment, but the powers are those of. inspec- 
tion and investigation rather than of active 
interference, A new bureau has been created 
under the name of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry and attached to the Department of 
Agriculture. The empl 
men is authorized, including veterinary sur- 
geons and expert agents. The commission 
is to prepare such rules and regulations as 


contagious cattle diseases, and is to certify 
the same to the executive governments of the 
various States and Territories, and invite“ 
the cojperation of the State and Territorial 
authorities in the execution thereof. The 
notable weakness of the bill is the failure to 
provide for the enforcement of the National 
rules and regulations where the voluntary 
codperation of the State and local authorities 
is refused. The only promise held out for 
State acceptance of the régime prescribed by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry is that the 
expenditure of money for disinfection and 
quarantine measures is authorized in case the 
rules be accepted, and the privilege of spend- 
ing Government funds may be a sufficient in- 
ducement to secure the codperation of all the 


efficient, however, to authorize the Govern- 
ment to quarantine against any State or Ter- 
ritory refusing to abide by the National reg- 
ulations; this, if we are not mistaken, was 
the provision of the original bill. At the same 
time the special investigation enjoined along 
the dividing line between the United States 
and foreign countries and along the transpor- 
tation lines leading to the ports from which 
cattle are exported will have the effect to se- 
cure more confidence than now prevails 
abroad in the healthfulness of American cat- 
tle and the wholesomeness of American meats. 
Thete is one provision of the bill which seems 
to confer direct and useful authority upon the 
new bureau. Transportation companies are 
forbid\len to transport cattle affected with 
any contagious or communicable disease 
from one State or Territory to another, 
and are made directly accountable to the 
Government authorities for violations of this 
rule. The manager of an offending railroad 
or the Captain of an offending vessel is sub- 
jected to a fine not exceed ing $5,000 or im- 
prisonment not to exceed one year, or both 
penalties, for violation of the law, and it is 
made the duty of the United States District- 
Attorneys to prosecute cases. If this pro- 
vision be strictly and energetically enforced 
there is a hope that it alone will go far 
toward preventing the spread of contagious 
cattle diseases} and when that is once accom- 
plished the infected districts, ‘shut out from 
the markets, will be eager to codperate with 
the Government bureau in any measures 
which may be necessary to extirpate the dis- 
eases at home. 

The measure which has been adopted may 
not prove to be as comprehensive and thor- 
ough as itshould be, but it is the first step in 
the right direction, and will undoubtedly 
lead to any supplementary legislation which 
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the place of origin and prevent their dissem- 
ination. The opposition to the bill has 
been of twokinds: First, the State-sovereign- 
ty sentiment on the Democratic side of Con- 
gress has resented the Government interfer- 
ence in the right of the States to import and 
communicate contagious diseases if they 
want to do so, or if they are too neglectful of 
their own interests to agree upon repressive 
measures. That this pernicious doctrine is 
weakening among the Democrats is apparent 
from the fact that only fourteen votes 
were recorded against the bill in the 
Senate, though there are thirty-six 
Democrats in that body. The second element 
of opposition came from a lobby in the inter- 
est of stock-yards, oommisslon- men, and trans- 


portation rings which would rather see con- 


tagious cattle diseases spread throughout the 
length and breadth ot the country than lose 
the smallest part of their business. It is 
gratifying to note that this selfish opposition 


has made but little if any impression upon 


Congress. It is not only selfish bat short- 
sighted; forif disease be permitted to spread 
among the cattle of all sections the transport - 
ers and handlers of cattle will lose not merely 
a small part, but pretty much the whole of 
their business. The statement that.thislegis- 
lation is likely to create a distrust in Ameri- 
can cattle is altogether. without warrant; the 
bill is a notice, on the other hand, that the 
authority of the United’ States Government is 
broad enough. and ‘public sentiment honest 
enough to insure the health and soundness 
of American cattle so far as thorough inspec- 
tion and scientific treatment can do so. 
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ANOTHER RUSSIAN LOAN. 

The announcement that Russia has nego- 
tiated another loan has aroused great interest 
in Europe, and not without reason, as it has 
been very generally understood that her

erxedlt is destroyed, and that she has no secur-

ity to offer that is not already pledged. Since 
1875 there has not been a year in which the 
expenditures have not exceeded the revenue 
in a constantly increasing ratio, and two- 
thirds of this expenditure goes to pay the ex- 
penses of the army and navy and the interest 
and sinking fund of the public debt, the lat- 
ter. being the largest item, amounting for 
1883 to no less than $142,200,110. . 

The debts of Russia are gigantic, répre- 
senting mostly war and railroad expendi- 
tuges; Her war outlay from 1876 to 1880 
was no less than $768,140,465. During the 
period from 1850 to 1882 fifteen railroad 
loans were negotiated, amounting to $709,- 
The ist of January, 24883, the 
railway debt was officially stated to amount 
to $1,071,428,500. The entire public debt, 
interior and foreign, amounted the ist of 
September, 1878, to $1,750,000,000. Jan. 1, 
1882, 
Dec. 1, 1883, it had increased to $3,450,580,- 
495, Since that time two new loans have 
been negotiated, the last one amounting to 
$75,000,000. The unlimited issue of paper 
money 6f forced currency has had much to 
do with this colossal debt. The ist of 
January, 1876, there were $569,509,625 of 


it had increased to $3,414;866,210.° 


bank-notes in circulation, and yet from 1876 


to 1879 over 285 millions more of paper 
money were floated, and that at a time when 
one silver ruble was worth over four paper 
rubles. In November, 1883, the total debt 
represented by paper money of forced cur- 
rency was upwards of $805,000,000, 

The announcement, therefore, that a coun- 
try with a steady annual deficit, with a 
gigantic debt, with an impaired credit, with a 
miserable irredeemable paper currency afloat 
to the amount of millions of dollars, with ap- 
parently no security to offer, and with no 
threatening war requiring new sinews, had 
succeeded in negotiating a fresh loan, natur- 
ally caused great surprise in Europe, though 
there was no occasion for disquietude. The 
sequel to the negotiation shows that, senti- 


mentally considered, it is a loan from Ger- 


many to Russia. The loan is made through 
the Seehandlung Societät. a Royal Prussian 
organization, which is subject to the imme- 
diate control of the Ministry ot Finance. It 
can have no financial dealings with a for- 
eign country without the consént of the Min- 
isterof Finance, who, of course, would not 
‘authorize a loan of this kind without the 
sanction’ of Bismark himself. The ken- 
eral* consensus all round shows that

step towards the internal consolidation of the 


Czar’s dominions, Which may mean that the 
Government is contemplating new schemes 
of railways in its newly-acquired territory to 
the Far East. The loan evidently has no 
warlike significance, as Bismarck may be 
relied upon to refuse authority to any Prus- 
sian society to furnish any European Power 
with the sinews of war. His sanction to the 
loan may be regarded, on the contrary, as an 
expression of friendliness on the one hand, 
and of confidence in Russia’s stability on the 
other, though in the general money market 
it may be doubted whether it will improve the 
character of Russian loans or materially en- 
hance the value of Russian securities, 


HENRY GEORGE AND PARNELL. 

Mr. Henry George's statements about the 
Parnellite party are no doubt inspired by his 
complete failure, notwithstanding the able 


and zealous assistance of Michael Davitt, to 


divert the Irish Land League into a propa- 
ganda of his Communistic theory of land- 
nationalization. Mr. George is fresh from 
Dublin, where he lectured to a beggarly array 
of empty benches, though he was extensively 
advertised, and though it was announced that 
he came on the special invitation of Davitt, 
who yet retains much ot his former popular- 
ity. He attributed his failure on his return 
to this country to the opposition of the Par- 
nellites, and in this he was doubtless right. 
He complained when leaving London, in an 
interview published in the Pall Mall Gazette, 
that the Irish boycotted him wherever he 
went in Great Britain, and intimated that 
Mr. Parnell, to whom he referred contempt- 
uously as a mere politician, was at the bot- 
tom of the boycotting. On the whole he 
came away with a very poor opinion 
of the Irishmen belonging to the party 
of constitutional agitation, who prefer 
peasant proprietorship to jJand-nationaliza- 
tion. Mr. George when he first visited Ire- 
land had high hopes that his peculiar theo- 
ries would prevail. The Parnellites were in 
jail, he had the field all to himself, and he 
had the able assistance of the New York 
dynamite organ, the Irish World, for which 
he was then correspondent. He failed, and 
both he and the Irish World have lost no op- 
portunity since to assail Mr. Parnell and nis 
colleagues bitterly. George's statements 


about Parnell now, therefore, should be re- 


garded with extreme suspicion. 

The assertions attributed to him by the 
Boston Herald and quoted in Tuesday’s 
TRIBUNE are maliciously untrue. The Par- 
nellites, instead of being opposed to an ex- 
tension of the franchise, are most anxious 
that the Gladstone measure for that purpose 
should pass. They have not expressed them- 
selves in this way, knowing well that did 
they do so their expressions would be quoted 
by the Tories and the members of the 


: 


: exclusion of 
Ireland. ‘They have fly voted for the 
measure, but have refrained from speech- 
making. Only once has Mr. Parnell referred 
to the bill, That was in Drogheda the 15th 
of this month, when he said: 


So far as we have gone, this séssion, although 


hot a very brilliant one, is promising good, and 
we hope t hope has beén much deep- 
ened by recent evente—that before long over 
400,000 of men of Ireland who have been 
kept outside the gates of the Constitution may 
receive the franchise, and may be in a position 
to aid effectively the rest of their countrymen 
in regaining national rights for their country. 

This does not look as though Mr. Parnell 
was hostile to the enfranchisement of the 
small farmers, mechanics, and laborers, 

It is simply absurd for Mr. George to say, 
after his own failure in Dublin, that en- 
franchisement would bring Michael Davitt to 
the front. Mr. Davitt has been to the front 
and lost his place there by becoming a disci- 
ple of Mr. George. Enfranchisement would 
not make mechanics attepd mass-meetings 
more than they do now, and Davitt's power 
has been wholly his ability to sway meet- 
ings. He does not want to enter Parliament. 
He was once elected and refused to serve, 
and he could be elected now for some coun- 
ties in the West of Ireland—Mayo, for in- 
stance—despite all that Mr. Parnell could do 
to prevent it, supposing Mr. Parnell should 
oppose him, which is not likely. 

The truth is, and Mr. Parnell welllstated it 
in the speech already quoted: . 

The desire to acquire land is everywhere one 
of the strongest instincts of human nature, 
and that instinct is never stronger and never 
more developed than in a country such as 
Ireland, where landis limited and those who 
desire to acquire it are numerous, and no 
more absurd or preposterous proposition was 
ever made toa people than after having de- 
clared on a thousand platforms by a million of 
voices that the tenant should be the owner of 
his holding, that after this declaration had 
been agreed to by a million Irishm;) En- 
giand, America, and Australia, aft ing 
with unexampled success p er 
on these lines for five years, we shou 
turn round, retrace our steps to th 
post, and commence anew a movement for 
land-nationalization| which should be wanting 
in every element and prospect of success; and 
of the successful working of which even its 
supporters could not afford us any single er 
ample. , 


The Irish are a shrewd people, and they 
know very well that Mr. Parnell speaks cor- 
rectly and wisely. They admire Mr. Davitt, 
but they regret that he has given himself over 
to the propagation of Mr. George’s crazy 
theories. Thisis not agreeable to Mr. George. 
It is disappointing to him, and rouses his 
wrath, which he tries to vent on the men who 
have so ably and persistently opposed him 
and who have shown the hollowness of his 
teachings. | ! | 

This abuse of Mr. Parnell is nothing new. 
When he returned from Ireland two years 
aga Mr. George made the columns of the 
New York dynamite organ the vehicle of 
wholesale personal vituperation of the Irish 
leader. . | 


HURD’S TARIFF SPEECH. 

Frank Hurd, the Toledo member of Con- 
gress and the ablest champion of revenue-re- 
form on the Democratic side of the House, 
has succeeded in infusing some life into the 
Congressignal tariff debate. He has spoken 
out in meeting. He has revived something 
of the old-time oratory and has impressed the 
country with the eloquence of conviction. It 


tly 


is a pity that the Demveratic managers gener- 


ally are not as honest earnest as Frank 
Hurd. If they wers, lde months would not 
heve been wasted in caucusing, consulting, 
and trimming with the special effort to secure 
an agreement upon some bill which would 
pretend to reduce taxes without accomplish- 
ing anything. Frank Hurd represents the 
traditional idea of the Democratic party on 
the tariff question. He stands up boldly for 
the nearest practicable approach to free 
trade. He supports thé Morrison bill because 
it is a step in the direction of tax-reduction. 
He refuses to accept the revenue-reform plat- 
forms of his party in a Pickwickian sense. 
He regards his party as something more than 
an organized appetite.” He insists that it 
shall be true to the principles it has promul- 
gated. He contends that it is committed in 
behalf of tariff-reform, and demands that it 
shall keep faith. So earnest and so eloquent 
was he in making this appeal for party con- 
sistency that he received the warm plaudits 
and hearty congratulations even of those 
who are opposed to him. 

There was one amusing incident during 

Hurd’s speech. In his reference to the Ohio 
Democratic platform he endeavored to recon- 
cile the tariff resolution of that instrument 
with the low-tariff policy of his party. . But 
one of his colleagues in the Ohio delegation 
Warner —repudiated his vain attempt at 
reconciliation. Warner declared outright that 
the Morrison bill is inconsistent with the Ohio 
Democratic platform, which favors protection, 
whereupon Hurd changed his tactics, re- 
pudiated the Ohio Democratic platform and 
avowed his willingness to appeal to the Dem- 
ocrats of his State to stand by him against it. 
This was honest and courageous, but it was 
also demoralizing. Hurd's fervid exposition 
of Democratic policy ought to have the 
effect to unite the Democratic majority of 
the House, but it is doubtful if that be the 
result. The Ohio platform was concocted 
with the dishonest purpose of reading 
double and of dodging the issne, and the 
dodgers will probably be incensed at Hurd’s 
outspoken denunciation of the protective.con- 
struction which has been put upon it. It is 
said that Warner is the author of the Ohio 
double-faced resolution; if so, he is probably 
competent to construe it, and certainly it 
always appeared to lean more toward protec- 
tion than toward tariff-reform. Warner him- 
self isa Republican in everything but the 
name. He went over to the Democrats in 
‘pique, and they took him up in order to carry 
an old-time Republican district. Whenever 
he has an oportunity to fasten upon Democ- 
racy any of the doctrines which were alive in 
the Republican party at the time he was a 
member in good standing Warger may be 
expected to do that very thing. But Frank 
Hurd won't stand it. If his party assimilates 
at this late day any of the early policy of the 
Republican party adopted to meet the exi- 
gencies of the War it will not be his fault. 

After the conclusion of Hurd’s speech the 
tariff discussion dropped back into the dull 
routine which has otherwise characterized it 
from the outset. The galleries were eniptied 


and the floor was deserted as precipitately as 


if a case of small-pox had been announced. 
This would indicate that Hurd’s speech was 
regarded merely as a passing sensation. 
There are no signs that, eloquent as it was, 
it has. awakened any enthusiasm among his 
party associates in favor ot the old party pol- 
icy. The division in the ranks will probably 
remain, and the result in the case of the Mor- 
rison bill is as uncertain as ever. At the 
same time Frank Hurd will hold a higher 
place in the estimation of the country than 
any of those who go skulking about 
among the protectionists: aping the tactics of 
Pig-Iron Kelley without the latter’s ability 
or convictions. The Democratic party must 
feel a throb of pride that it possesses at least 
one man in public life who embodies fairly 
and gives forth frankly the traditional policy. 
It would require more courage, eloquence, 
and vigor than any one man possesses to 


ard 


feature as far as he 
goes, His striking speech will have one of 
two effects. If it shall fail to 


Hurd is a redeeming 


arouse or shame 
the Democratic majority to harmonious and 
consistent action in the matter of taxation, 


then it will serye to impress upon the country 
more vividly than ever the insincerity of 


Democratic professions and the cowardice of 
Democratic leaders. Hurd has sought man- 
fully to rescue his party from inconsistency 
and demagogism; if he fail to do this, he will 
have rendered a genuine service to the coun- 
try in exposing its hesitation and incapacity.

Mr. Irving 
thus began with a qualified success and ended 
by eclipsing the highest standard of contem- 
porary competition vy which it was possibile to 
try him. It is submitted that the truth is more 
favorable and more creditable to Mr. Irving 
than the unreasoning assertions that 
American career was * phenomenal,”’ 
preoedented. ete. How false this is appears 
from a comparison between him and the great 
Rachel. She appeared thirty-eight times in 
New York and Boston, in 1855, and the total 
receipts were 629,242 francs. Mr. Irving's 
greatest success was perhaps in Boston. In 
one week he played there to 27,000 hearers, 
something which he never did before. The 
week's receipts were $24,087. All the credit 
should not, however, be given to Mr. Irving, as 
might appear if there were materials for com- 
paring the plays in which Miss Terry did and 
did not appear. The generous tribute which 
he paid her Saturday she deserved. He won 
his American success by his intelligence. The 
triumph of her personality was easy and imme- 
diate. It is only fair to judge Mr. Irving ie 
ensemble which he offered for judgment, That 
ensemble was the bestever seen here, and de- 
served the best that was said of it. Butif Mr.

Sonaily he might challenge criticism with a 
support like Booth's, or even like Bernhardt’s.

Tue cables at present in use, with their 
cost, are: Anglo-American, four cables, cost 
$35,000,000; Direct United States, one cable, 
$7,000,000; Pouyer-Quertier, one cable, $8.400,- 
000; Gould’s American, two cables, cost $14,- 
000,000. The cable lines leased by the Western 
Union therefore represent a cost of $64,400,000, 
or $8,050,000 each. For this expenditure they 
have four old cables, laid in 1869, 1872, 1873, 
and 1874, and four newer ones, laid in 1880 and 
1881 respectively. In order to pay 5 per cent 
on the capital invested the Western Union 
companies require $3,320,000 net earnings per 
annum. The joint companies have to pro- 
vide a renewal funda for very old 
eables, whereas the new company will re- 
quire very little for years to come. The joint 
companies have to support four Boards of Di- 
rectors, four office staffs, and other machinery 
amounting to over $1,000,000 per annum. The 
volume of cable business on a tariff of one 
shilling per word has been estimated at 30,000,000 
words per annum. Allowing to the joint com- 
panies 20,000,000 words, their revenue would 
be $5,000,000; their working expenses being. 
say, $1,250,000 and their renewal fund $1,500,- 
000, their net earnings would be only $3,250,000, 
or 3% per cent on the capital. A new company, 
with two cables, doing the remaining 10,000,000 
words business at a shilling tariff could earn 
$2,500,000. Allowing working expenses of 


- $280,000 and a renewal fund of the same 
amount, this estimate (which has been made. 


by the London Pall Mall Gazette) would leave a 
net profit of nearly $2,000,000, or over 25 per 
cent on the capital.—N. T. Herald.

„% To me,“ says the Paris correspondent of 
London Truth, writing April 15, “ the most as- 
tounding event of the week is the appearance 
of M. Jules Ferry at Cahors as Gambetta's suc- 


cessor. I never heard so much evil spoken of 
a human being as of the actual French Premier 
by the late illustrious orator whom he eulogized 
| Monday. I also heard Gambetta's most trusted 
henchman. when M. Ferry was locked up in 
Paris, call him an Orleanist, and say he would 
not wonder if he gave a sly blow to the Repub- 
lic. This is the occasion on which he did so. 1 
had, in paying a visit to a lady at Bordeaux, 
heard the Russian Chargé d' Affaires and Prince 
Metternich discuss the chances of an Orleanist 
restoration, and speak of Ferry as one who 
was certain to side with. the Princes.“ Har- 
ing known him in Paris, I ventured to say they 
were mistaken, and, a few days later, asked M. 
Spuller if be did not think I was right. I 
still think that I was. But he thought 
otherwise, and said so in the plainest manner. 
In 1879, two days after MacMahon resigned, 
Gambetta was very much Opposed toa Minis- 
terial list because M. Ferry's name was on it. 
However, he soon yielded, as Mme. Ferry be- 
longed to an |Alsatian family with which he was 
intimate, ani some members of which were 
leading r | of the Republique Fran- 
ce. Just two and a half years ago I also re- 
member that avery old legal friend of Gam- 
betta, at bis wish, gave a dinner party.

M. Ferry was then supposed to be anti-Gam- 
bettist, though he was carrying out Gambetta's 
policy in Tunis and the Far East. The person 
who was giving the dinner heard that he 
was engaged to dine elsewhere, and paid 
him the empty compliment of inviting 
him, too. The day appointed Gambetta 
sent an excuse at the last hour. He was sub- 
sequently asked why he did so, and he an- 
swered: ‘I have agents everywhere, and there 
is one ot them in Ferry’s bureau. He told me 
of an invitation you sent to Ferry, whom I 
wish to avoid meeting as much as I possibly 
can. Weare aatipathetic to each other, and I 
know that be watches for occasions to trip me 
up. When 1 go to your house it. is to be at 
ease.

OUR FOREIGN POLICY . 
WEIGHTY MATTERS OF STATE. WHICH WILL CON- 
FRONT THE NEXT ADMINISTRATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30;-—(Special.J—A 
member of the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
mittee said tonight: I predict that within 
five years this Government will be called upon 
to decide whether or not Cuba shall be trans- 
ferred to the control of a foreign power 
namely, Germany—or to the United States. 
That question will have to be decided by the 
State Department; and it will be necessary to 
have in that department a man with the power 
to assert American rights. There has been 
a good deal said of Blaine's foreign 
policy; and it has been asserted that 
there was a good deal of brag and bluster 
in it. Those who make that assertion know 
nothing of the correspondence that passed be- 
tween Blaine and Lord Granville in relation to 
the Monroe doctrine and the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. Within five years it will be necessary 
for this country to assert itself upon the inter- 
oceanic canal routes, or to allow France to 
assume control of the one and England the 
other. ‘This Nation will be, before many years 
have elapsed, the greatest commercial nation 
on the globe. It is essential that we should pre- 
vent the construction of Bismarck’s fortresses 
upon Cuban soil, and this can only be done 
by the aid of a Secretary in the State Depart- 
ment whose foreign policy shall be vigorous 
enough to mainvain American dignity. We 
shall require canals across the isthmus to ac- 
commodate our commerce. It will be neces- 
sary to revain-control of the isthmus route to 
the Pacific. This will have to.be done through 
a vigorous foreign policy. Had Blaine con- 
tinued as Secretary of State long enough to 
have developed hisideas in regard to our South 
American relations our affairs today would 
have been in a different condition. As it is we 
are on the eve of a crisis, and either through

POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. ‘ 
THE CORPORATIONS HAVE ACCOMPLISHED A 
GREAT DEAL 80 PAR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30.—The House 
Committee on Post-Offices and Post-Roads to- 
day vnanimously agreed upon a bill To se- 
cure cheaper telegraphic correspondence,” and 
directed Representative Rogers to report it at 
the first opporturfity. The bill is based on the 
Senate bill, and consists of a number of provis- 
sions of that measure, with amendments to 
others. The provision creating the of- 
fice of Fourth Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General’ is °®liminated, as are 
all the sections of the Senate bill providing for 
the construction of the Government postal 
telegraph system in case no contract is made 
with a company. The section of the Senate 
bill relative to rates is considerably amended. 

It provides; That charges for transmission 
of tel ms, excepting service and Govern- 
ment telegrams, shall be prepaid by telegram 
stamps or stamped paper; and the maximum 
rates for telegrams of twenty words or less, ex- 


clusive of date, address, and signature, 
when the distance of transmission is 
1,590 miles or under, are 25 cents; for 


every 250 miles or fraction thereof in excess of 
1,500 miles an additional rate of 5 cents may 
be cha ; and between the cities of New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, and 
Washington, and such other points separated 
by short distances as may be from time to time 


designated by the Postmaster-General, the rate 


shall not be over 15 cents by day or night; pro- 
vided, that no rate shall exceed h certs for tel- 
egrams to be transmitted by night, except as 
above stated, the charges shail be ane-hait the 
day rates. All words shall be counted, except 
_ the date, address, and signature, and for every 
five additional words or less one-fifth additional 
rate may be charged. al 
The provision retative to penalties is amended 
to read: ‘For failure or neglect to promptly 
and correctly transmit the contrac*ing company 
or companies shall be liable to the parties in- 
jured thereby in the penal sum of $100, 
together: with actual damages sustained by 
reason thereof to be recovered by the party 
injured in a civil action before any court of 
competent jurisdietion.” 
A provision is inserted that no contract shall 
be made with any company which has not 1,000 
miles ot telegraph line in actual operation. The 
Postmaster-General is directed to make all 
necessary rules and regulations for carrying 
out the provisions of the proposed act.

THE MERCHANT MARINE BILL 
CONSIDERED BY THE SENATE. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30.—The Chair laid 
before the Senate the bill reported by Mr. Frye 
from the Conimittee on Commerce to remove 
certain’ burdens on the American merchant 
marine and encourage the American foreign 
carrying trade. ! 
Mr. Beck addressed the Senate on the bill, 
first having the clerk read the amendment 
heretofore submitted by Mr. Vest, which My. 
Beck said reflected the views of the minority 
of the committee. That amendment provides 
for the admission of shipbuilding material free 
of duty and the admission to the American 
registry of ships bought abroad. The question 
involved.

At least 
$150,000,000 a year. a sum much larger thun 
our vaunted balance of trade, was paid by us 
for our carrying trade. Our prohibition and 


' restriction and our barbarous—he was going to 


say infamous—navigation laws injured nobody 
but ourselves. It wasashame and disgrace 
that with all our great resources we should be 
prostrate at the feet of foreign nations—even 
the half-civilized nations. We should allow 
our.people to buy their ships wherever they 
could get them cheapest. If the peopie who 
now carried our goods—England and France— 
should go to war with each other the right to 
buy ships abroad might be the salvation of the 
American farmer, as he could not afford to 
wait some years to have ships built. 

Mr. Frye said in case of a war such as Mr. 


Beck indicated the whole English mercantile - 


fleet would, under Mr. Beck's Free-Ship law, 
come under the American flag. He argued 
that the difficulty with Messrs. Beck's and. 
Vest’s proposition for free ships was that after 
they got free ships they could not sail them in 
competition with English ships, because of the 
difference in the rates of wages paid on English 
e cited in illustration 
the actual figures taken from the pay-rolis of 
wages paid on an American steamship sailing 
from Philadelphia and an English steamship 
of like capacity sailing from Liverpool. The 
rst officer got on the American ship $89 a 
month and on the English ship $58. .

When men were sailing under foreign flags 
they took the pay of foreign ships; when they 
came to work on American ships they wanted

HOMEOPATHIC CONVENTION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 80.—(Special. |— 
The eighteenth annual session, of the Indiana 
Institute of Homeopathy began today with a 
liberal attendance: Moses T. Runnells, Presi- 
dent, delivered the annual address. Retro- 
spect and Prospect,” in which he gave some 

facts and figures bearing upon the wonderful 
growth of the practice in the United States. 
He said the first homeopathy physician located 
in New York City in 1825, and in 1844 there was 
not a single society representing the principles 
of homeopathy in the United states. Now 
there are twenty-seven. State conventions, 
ninety-eight local societies, twenty-four gen- 
eral hospitals, forty-six dispensaries, eleven 
medical colleges, fitken medical journals, and 
more than 7,000 physicians who believe in and 
practice homeopathy.

Fortunes Made by the Robbers. 
San Francisco, Chronicle, April 24: It is an-

_reau "’ repeats to Eastern readers stale an 
false brag of the monopoly that it has been the 
making of California and tha. it has the power 
to undo this State. by stopping its trains and 
relegating us to the ** howling wilderness "’ the 
State was before it kindly stepped in to make 
us what we are. This ancient lie about the in- 
fluence of the Central Pacific upon the indus- 
trial interests of California has been doing duty 
here for fifteen years, but it has deceived no 
one nor intluenced any one but the corrupt 
and the cowardly. Some merchants, for 
special favors awarded them, have helped to 
give it circulation, and a number of moral and 
mental bankrupts, who found their way into 
the Legislature, the Boards of Supervisors, the 
Railroad Commission, and the office of Assessor, 
have profited by it and made out of it the pre- 
text for selling their votes and libeling the 
State. But noi even these have any longer the 
brazen impudence to assert that the railroad 
has made the State, or that it dares to stop its 
trains, or that anything it could do would im- 
pair the business of the Pacific Slope so much 
as to be let alone to regulate indefinitly at its 
own sweet will the rates on transportation. 
The real truth is that the State made this 
monopoly out of nothing but small chips and 
whetstones, and the marvel is that its literary 
hirelings should be allowed to challenge the 
easy proof of this statement by asserting the 
contrary of it. The Central Pacific Railroad 
Company was originally represented by five 
persons, all of Sacramento—namely: Leland | 
Stanford, Edward Crocker, Charles - Crocker, 
Mark Hopkins, and C. P. Huntington. Stan- 
ford was made Governor of California by a 
plurality vote in a triangular fight in 1861, 
holding for two years. His entire fortune 
when he became President of the Direotory did 
not exceed $20,000. Edward Crocker was a 
lawyer in a small way, and by accident and the 
favor of Gov. Stanford was appointed to 
fill a vacancy in the State Supreme 
Court, and his whole fortune at the 
time he became a Director ot the road did not 
exceed $10,000. Huntington and Hopkins were 
well-to-do hardware merchants on K street, 
between Second ana Third, and may have been 
worth $75,000 each, including their entire stock 
of goods. Charles Crocker kept a small store 
on I street, 
ginghams, shirts, socks, and ribbons, and his 
whole assets could not have amounted to more 
than $15,000, clear of debt. We have this sum- 
mary, then, of the entire assets of these five 
men who ¢iaim to have made California "’:

nearer the city than thirty miles. The object of 
this fraud was to enable these five original beg- 
gars to draw $48,000 per mile from the United. 
States for the first twenty-mile section, minus 
the seven miles from the city outward. For 
these seven miles they drew $32,000 a mile, and 
for the thirteen others of the first twenty miles 
they drew 848.000 a mile; for the whole section 
they drew from the United States $848,000, or 
at the rate of $42,000 per mile. 

It ig well known that the loans from Sacra- 
mento and Placer more than built this first 
section, and er that it was no trick at all to 
build the rest, for the Government loan, paid 
after the completion of each subsequent 
‘twenty-mile section, gave them all the money 
they needed to build the next, and so on to the 
completion of the entire road. But this was 
not by any means the sum of what the State 


mendicant railway-builders. The State paid 
the interest on the company’s 7 per cent gold 


semi-annual installments. These bonds they 
sold at par or pocketed, for their necessities 
did not require them tosell them. The County 
of San Joaquin loaned them $250,000 
of its bonds, the County of San Francisco 
made them a present of $400,000 in 
gold, and the Counties of Yolo and Solano 
helped them in large sums.

' Placer were.drawn exchangeable for stock in 
the road at par; but at a time when these 
bonds might have been so exchanged, and when 
the stock in the’ road, including the vast 
profits on construction, was known to be worth 
twenty dollars for one, these five greedy Di- 
rectors,-who are now boasting that they made 
California, procured the Supervisors of one 
county to sell to them the bonds at 90 on the 
100 and ot the other at bare par. And now 
the point we submit to the public is this: 
That any five men in the world have as good a 
right as these, or those remaining of them, to 
claim that California’s prosperity istheir work. 
Five idiots might have succeeded in building 
the Central Pacific with such backing from the 
State and the Nation, and heads other than 
their own to plan for them. But it requires 
five ingrates to repay the favors 80 weg 
as these men have done, by reprbaches,

Capt. Bassel and Maj. McDowell. _— 


Sr. Louis, Mo., April 29.—[ Republican. ]|—Yes- 
terday witnessed one of the pleasantest visits 
made upon Gen. Sherman since his honorable » 
retirement to private life at his hospitable 
home on Garrison avenue. The agreeable feat-.

The little group that 
formed this meeting were Gen. Sherman, Capt.

R. M. MeDowell, late Major and Topographical 
Engineer in the army that marched from At- 
lanta to the sea. Gen. Sherman had a pleasing 
and lively recollection of both of these gentle. 

He remembered very well the classmates 
who graduated with Capt. Bassel.at West Point, 
among whom were Capt. R. M. Rogers, Second 
Artillery; Capt. Reid, Firth Artillery: Capt. 
Fishet, Engineer Corps; Capt. Savage, Engineer 
Corps; Lieut. Martin, Third Artillery; Lieut. 
Bassel, Second Artillery. Gen. Sherman, 
among others, placed his name to the recom- 
mendation that sent Capt. Bassel,in 1873 to the 
Egyptian army.

McDowell was somewhat more familiar with 
Gen. Sherman, having, as above intimated, 
served almost under his immediate eye in the 
most memorable campaign of the late War.
